Columbus, Dec. 24.—State Auditor A. 


V. Donahey today announced a recom- 
mendation he will make to the next 
legislature for abolishing the 
fixed 


state tax levv and making new levies 
each year basA on specific needs for 
state funds, sinking, university and 
school—and the grand tax duplicate. 


He urges that the legislature every 


two years ascertain 
urecisely what 


will be required for these three funds 
and make a definite appropriation for 
them. Then the auditor and state tax 
commission could be authorized to fix 
annually a levy rate, which would 
raise on the state tax duplicate, the 
exact amount appropriated by the 
legislature. 


Under the present conditions the 


legislature fixes a state levy 
rate 


•which stands from year to year with- 
out regard to possible increase or 
shrinkage of the tax duplicate. Conse-- 
quently, a surplus or a shortage may 
develop from this 
levy. The 
first 


special session of the legislature last 
spring was called to reduce the state 
levy. Mr Donahey says: 


"Adopt this plan and no special ses- 


sion of the legislature will ever be 
necessary to raise or lowen the state 
tax rate." 


The auditor also recommends tbp 


abolition of the school tax as now ad- 
ministered, by which $2 is raised for 
each school youth by a state levy and 
paid back to counties. He suggests 
the continuance of the system of aid- 
ing weak school districts, but asks 
that the legislature make definite ap- 
propriations for this purpose. "All 
common school taxes should be as- 
sessed locally," he says. 


"We believe that levies should never 


be greater than actual requirements 
to meet the expenses of government 
economically administered," says Mr.

than once he had been found lying 
drunk in the factory.

He was a fre- 


quenter of low negro dives and pool 
rooms, and at times a heavy drinker. 
He was arrested in the factory on 
the Thursday morning following the 


1 murder while engaged in attempting 
to wash some stains from a shirt. A 
score of people testified to Conley's 
general had character and to his lack 
of credibility even under oath. Mem- 
bers of his own race, people who had 
known him all his life, with one ac- 
cord testified that he was unworthy 
of belief.
